CARE OF INSANE PATIENTS. 

AN ACT to Amend Section 1433 of the Code of 1873 [Title XL, Chapter H F 286 
2: "Of the Care of the Insane"]. .. .

SECTION 1. That the words " Nor their relations" in the third

"Section 1433. The provisions herein made, for the support Estates of 
of the insane at public charge, shall not be construed to release ~rsa~eup~'J 
the estates of such persons from liability for their support, and fo~~helraSI1~' 
the auditors of the several counties, subject to direction of the port. 
board of supervisors, are authorized and empowered to collect 
from the property of such patients any sums paid by the county ill 
their behalf as herein provided; and the certificate from the 
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superintendent and the notice from the auditor of state, stating 
the sums charged in such cases, shall be presumptive evidence of 
the correctness of the sums so stated. If the board of supervi­
sors in the case of any insane patient, who has been supported at 
the expense of the county, shall deem it a hardship to charge the 

Board ofBu- estate of any such patient with such cost of supporting the patient, 
pel'ViSOr they may relieve such estate or estates from any part or all of such :atlt!:. ~~n. burden as may seem to them reasonable and just."

SCHOOL-DISTRICT OFFICERS. 

AN ACT to Repeal Sections 1721 and 1802, of Chapter 9, Title XII., of 
the Code, ["' Of the System of Common Schools,"] and to Enact Substi­
tutes therefor. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of I()'/I)Q" 
SECTION 1. That sections 1721 and 1802 of chapter 9, of title 

Code·scI 1721 12, of the code be and the same are hereby repealed and the fol­

"Sec. 1802. Should a majority of votes be cast in favor of such
